From this it appears that for a correct dis
cussion of the effects of this eclipse we mnst
separate the facts we colleet into two groups:
1st. Those that are observed during the
actual occurrence of the eclipse; and, 2d.
those that ave observed for some time sub
sequently. The former may be spoken of as
local phenomena, becanse they are what each
obsgerver notes during the eclipse in the
locality of his observations: the second may
be considered as general phenomenna, because
they are the aggregate yvesult of what lias
happened in other places, whether near or at
a distance,

Tuking this view of the subjeet, I shall in
this report describe the local phenomenn, or
those of the last group. A few days hence |
shall complete this report by a detuil of gene-
ral effects, thus F—'i‘-i“i‘: time {or those effeets,
whatever they may be, to veach us at this ob-
servitory. During the afterncon the sky at
New York had been very much overcast, so
that there were fears that the -'1'1|1HI: Inl:;_ill
not be seen., As the time of its beginning
approachied. the clouds partinlly broke up.
giving at intervals an uninterrapted view of
the sun. At the middle of the velipse, ten-
twelfths of the sun's dinmeter being then hid-
den, the light was still sufficient to discern
objects at any distance, and though many
persons thought that there was sormething
unusual in the quality of the illamination,
others less imaginative correotly remmrked
that in the twilight, ten minutes after the sun
had gone down, the pspect of nature was
essentinlly the same as al the wmoment of
maximum obgeurntion. The fullowing are the
details of my observations and the coneln-
sions to be derived from then:
